honest-to-goodness meal we had 
throughout our stay in Russia. Con- 


sidering what the rest of the popu- 
jaion were getting to eat we should 
have been ashamed to partake of it. 
But we were not. 


Our Christmas dinner is really 
worth a couple of descriptive para- 
graphs. Like most good things, it 


came about by pure chance. Two or 
three nights before we sat in a box 
at the opera adioining one occupied 
by a man and two women, with 
whom, as one does in Russia, we fell | 
into conversation. The man turned 


‘out to be a Dutchman, who for vari- | 


ous reasons had not been able to ge: 
ut of Petrograd. 

Invited to Dinner. 
Marked that strangers in strange 
lands ought to stick togettg@ at holi- 
day times. afd forthwith invited us| 
to dine with him on Christmas night. 

“Maybe we will have a glass or 
two of punch,”’ he whispered mvye- 
terlousiy, a remark which sounded to 
us like wild exaggeration. inasmuch 
as we had not seen anything resem- 
bling etrong drink nor any other 
drink except tea and ersatz coffee 
since we had gulped down the last of 
our brandy in the suburbs of Mos 
cow. At the appointed hour, how- | 
ever, we foregathered in the apart- 
ment of a man who called himself an 
American and who at speculative 
prices supplied the feast to which we | 
were bidden. 

We were six—our host, his 
Women friends, and a representative 
of Petrograd'’s Soviet, who was act- 
ing as our guide: Kubes (a motior 
Picture photographer who accom- 
panied me) and myself.

Sev- 
eral of the cars at the show are 
priced at froma $4000 to $4500. 

Numerous Small Cars. | 

Even these high prices, however, 
‘ere considerably less than the prices 
of new mode!s of the same manufac- 
ture. For the benefit of the man of 
small means there are numerous 
ismaller cars, ranging in price ‘fr: 
($450 to $2000. The original cos: of 
‘the cars displayed ranges from $/.) 
; lo $5847. 

A majJorits of the automobiles 
‘shown are of the “open” tvpe. There 
is, however, a variety of coupes and 
sedans. Several limousines and one 
town car are being exhibited. The 
'latter was traded in for a touring 
‘car by a wealthy St. Louisan who 
recently decided to dispense with a | 
chauffeur. it was purchased less 
than two years ago for $5200 and is 
now being offered at $3500. 

The oldest car at the show is a 
two-passenger roadster of 1916 man- 
ufacture, which has been overhauled 
mechanically.

Depreciation Allowances. | 

Dealers participating in the show 
_regard five years as the average life 
of an automobile. It is the general 
practice to charge off 25 per cent of | 
ithe original oost for depreciation the; 
‘first year and 10 per cent for each | 
'year thereafter. The 25 per cent is 
charged off, it is said, even if a pur- 
chaser usés the ¢ar only once. 

Occasionally new car dealers will | 
‘accept a car five years or older which 
has been in use for five years or 
more. Allowances on these cars usu- 
wily range from $150 to $300. If no|

the last Sunday in Septembe! 

This is the same plan which was 
followed here for the last two sum- 
mers under the national daylight 
saving plan, except that the period 
was then two months longer, extend- 
ing from the last Sunday in March 
to the last Sunday in Octobe 

The city daylight measure, if on- 
acted, would have legal force only as 
to the clocks in public buildings and 
in the courts, but it has been as- 
sumed, in discussion of the matter, 
that industrial plants and business 
generally, except the railroads, would 
follow the city’s time. 

Action by Committee. 

The Legislation Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. after hearing 
discussion of the matter at its meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon voted Ph 
4 to 1, against reporting the bill 
out. The minority member, Alder- 
man Udell, announced that he would 
call for a vote by the board. Those 
who voted against the measure in 
the committee were Chairman W, 
rick and Aldermen Eilers, Otto and 
Groeschel. 

Petitions for the passage of the 
measure were presented by repre- 
sentatives of the Advertising Club of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and of 
several factories and large offices 
It was stated that the circulation of 
petitions had begun onlv a day or 
two before, and that nearly all those 
wkho were approached had signed 
the petitions readily. Clerks in 
railroad and express offices, it was 
said, were strongly in favor of the 
plan, as it was believed that these 
offices would follow the city time, 
though the railroads would main- 
tain their own time in operating 


' trains. 


Basis of Arguments. 

The arguments in favor of the 
measure were based on actual expe 
rience of its working in the last two 
Surnmers The opponents of the 
measure were individual speakers 
who presented no petitions, and who 
argued chiefly what the effects of 


the plan would be, as if it were 


something new and untried. One 
‘speaker said he thought the plan 
had come from England, and warned 
his hearers agajnst anything which 
originated in England. 

The arguments for the plan were 
that it gave an added hour in the 
evening for recreation in the parks 
for gardening and care of lawns, and 
for games and sports of al! kinds 
(ne of the organizations which sent 
its indorgement was the Sunday 
School Athletic Association 

The chief arguments against the 
measure were that some houses are 
'too warm for comfort at bedtime, 
that airdomes can give only one pic- 
ture show before bedtime, and that 
some parents find it hard to get 
their children to bed on time. 

Petition Signed Readily. 
| W. T. Collins, who presented the 
‘petitions of express and railroad 
employes, said that in one of the 
Missouri Pacific offices, 82 of the 85 
emploves signed readily. 

Miss Mary Moran, proprietor of a 
confectlonery store § at 6506 West 
liorissant avenue, said all the legis 
lation seemed to be in behalf of chil- 
dren and pleasure seekers, and none 
in the interest of older persons. She 
said women would have to arise 
early to get their husbands and sons 
to work, and that the hour's sleep at 
night would not be as beneficia! to 
them as an hour in the morning. 

Alderman Udell said all the Lis 
employes in his chemical factory had 
asked him to support the bill. He 
said it was not a measure for golf 
players alone, as has been charged. 
but that the city might well encour 
age outdoor sports, in the benefits

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/2 APARTMENT HOUSES BOUGHT | 
BY TENANTS IN NEW YORK 


98 Families Involved in $2,000,000 
Co-operative Efforts to Lower 
Rents.

NEW YORK, March 


method of meeting the epidemic of 
rent increases for apartments here, 
the announcement was made yester- 


day that tenants had purchased two 
large apartment houses—one on 


Park avenue and the other on Morn- 
ingside avenue—for sums totalling 
$2,000,000. 

The larger apartment house, at 850 
Park avenue, was sold by Max N. 
Natanson for $1,700,000 to a syndi- 
cate of tenants formed by A. E. Ou- 
terbridge, F. H. Jones, George Rich- 
ards and H. E. Moller. The house 
they purchased is a 12-story struc- 
ture housing 50 families at a yearly 
rental of $175,000. It is on a lot 
100x155, on the southwest corner 
of Seventy-seventh street. 

The other house which tenants 
have bought to run themselves is the 
Latham Apartments, 92 Morningside 
avenue, on the northeast corner of 
122d street.

BAKING POWDER. 

AKING powder ts used in what 
B=: commonly called quick 

breads, and in cakes, to make 
them light and porous in order that 
they may be more easily acted upon 
by the digestive ferments. A baking 
powder is a mixture of an acid and 
a carbonate, with the addition of a 
dry powder, such as corn starch, to 
absorb any moisture that may be 
present. 

When an acid and a carbonate 
are mixed dry, their properties re- 
main unchanged, but if moisture is 
added. with or without the use of 
heat. chemicai unfon takes — place. 
Carbon dioxide gas is formmed, and 
thus when baking powder is used 
in a moist dough, this carbon di- 
oxide gas makes small pockets all 
through it and lightens ft. The gas 


eséapes into the air during the cook- 
ing. If there is more carbonate in a 
baking powder than is needed fus® 
to. neutralize the acid, the food 
tustes of soda. If too much acid is 
used, it is sour. , 

The acid used in the manufacture 
of a pure baking powder is cream 
of tartar, and the carbonate is bak- 
ing soda, or soda bicarbonate, as it 
is often called, to distinguish it. 
from washing soda. Cream of tar- 
tar, and soda bicarbonate then are 
mixed in the proportion of two of 


cream of tartar to one of soda, and 


a small quantity of constarch is 


}added to insure dryness. 


of tartar is derived from 
the argols found adhering to the 
sides and bottom of wine casks. 
These are dissolved in boiling water, 
filtered through animal charcoal to 
remove all coloring matter, and 
crystallized into cream of tartar as it 
is sold commercially. 
Baking ~powder which contain 
cheaper acids or alum, or ammonia, 
should be avoided. It used to be 
very common and Is still the custom 
in many homes to use the . baking 
soda and the cream of tartar instead 
of buying the prepared powder. If

be carefully kept. For three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder in a re- 


cipe, use two teaspoonfuls of cream 


of tartar and one ef soda, sifted sev- 


eral times with the flour.
